All phases of voter registration are co-ordinated by the simplified, 
straight-line procedures of the IBM Method. 

The IBM Method facilitates 

Control of voters' registration records 

Preparation of required listings 

Removal of ineligible registrants from the records

Records and reports are prepared by Data Processing Machines from 
an original recording of facts in IBM cards. The advantages of con- 
sistent accuracy, increased speed, and improved legibility are gained. 

Local requirements are satisfied by the complete flexibility of IBM 
machines and methods. IBM equipment is available in many types and 
capacities to meet existing conditions. 


All required records and reports are produced mechanically from IBM 
cards into which basic information has been transcribed. 

A card for each registered voter is prepared easily and quickly on the 
Card Punch from the voter's affidavit or a similar source record. When 
completed, these cards represent all registered voters and are referred 
to as the Master File. They are filed in street and house number 
sequence and will be used to prepare Street Lists, Poll Lists and other 
reports prepared in this sequence. 

The Voters’ Name File is prepared by mechanically duplicating or 
reproducing the Master File. These cards are arranged by name, in 
alphabetical sequence, by a fast machine operation. The most impor- 
tant function of this file is to provide a ready reference by name of 
voter and provide positive control over possible duplication of 
registrations. 

To establish registration number and volume control, new registration 
cards are listed by registration or serial number and filed in their 
respective sequence.

The Poll Lists, the Street List of Electors and other necessary reports 
and records are prepared by the Accounting Machine. Agreement of all 
records and reports is assured because they are prepared from the 
same IBM cards. 

For ready reference, information on each voter is listed in this index, 
which is available on a county or city-wide basis, as well as by town- 
ship or ward. The Name Cards are arranged in the sequence required 
for these reports by processing them through the Sorter. This fast 
mechanical operation permits the sorting of IBM cards in numerical 
or alphabetical sequence. 


Up-to-date files are maintained with less effort and with a higher 
degree of efficiency by fast IBM machines. The Street List is used as a 
check list at each polling place. Based on this list, the cards for regis- 
trants who voted are withdrawn from the file and punched in a desig- 
nated position. 

The unpunched cards of registrants ineligible to vote again are se- 
lected automatically by the Sorter. The postcard illustrated opposite is 
addressed from each card selected and is a notice that the addressee 
has been dropped from the registration list. 

Mechanical addressing of notices to registrants means increased 
speed and accuracy, because the same IBM cards used in prepar- 
ing the other records and reports perform this operation. This com- 
pletely eliminates manual effort. The Master Card is selected for each 
registrant being addressed. These cards actuate the Accounting 
Machine to prepare notices at a constant high speed.
